Whatever tha famous and most able mili-
tarist says, however, |8 of momentous In-
terest, Innamuch as the plans outlined in
hia much-digenased book, “Germany and
the Noext War," have been practieally
follownd by the Germane in thelr present
campaign, Hernhardl writes with an
amaging candor. He [oresess the necens
gity and Inevitably for war If Germiany
I& to seoure the territory neoded for her
commereial expanaion. He antlcipates the
waging of a war by Germany and Aun-
trin If they are confromted by Ruassia,
France and England, and foresses the
preszent confilet, and the allled nation-
alitles engaged. 'The book, writtéen for
militarists and commanders, was pub-
lished In Germany two yenrs ago, and A
translation fesued in England Inst year.
Thia haok, somawhat condensed, has just
come from the presses, In view of what
has occurred Bernhardl's forecasts are
almost clairvoyant, At least one must
consider Hernhard| as possesslng second
aizht If, as some claim, Germany did not
follow these outlined plans with delibera-
tion and forethought,

position In the world is being threatened
after we have purchased it so dearly with
the blood of our best. We must, there-
fore, strive to find out by all means
who 18 for or who is agalnst us, On
this depends not only the poesibility of
cartving Into execution the political alma
belitting the greatness and the wanta
of our country, but also the very oxist-
ence of our peoplo as a clvillzed natlon,

“1t Is Impossible to change the par-
tition of the earth as It now exists in
our favor by diplomatie artifices, If we
wish to gain the position In tha world
that I8 due to us, we must rely on our
sword, ronounce nil weakly yisions of
peace and eye the dangers surrounding
ua with resolute and unflinchlhg cour
age.'"

Thers Is no doubt In the general's
mind nd to Germuny's right to carry on
a campalgn of Invasion for *‘the poal-
tion in the world dus to us*' Germany
as a “civilizing nation has becomo a fac-
tor in the evolution of mankind." There-
fore, It |8 tiermany’'s duty to spread her
“Idenlism’™ and labor, and, by the sword
If necessary, to disseminate her ‘“‘cul-
turs."* Giermany, nasorts Bernhardi,
mist strive by every means to uphold
her military supremacy.” The Germana
must become *“the dominating race of
Europe.” Germany '"has to accomplish
n high ealling in tha development of
mankind.”* *“Bug It ean only put this
task 1o good wecount IF It exerts Its mil-
Nary sirength to the utmost.'

In justifying his contentlona that Ger-
miany s entitled to more territory *in
the sun," Bernhardi points out that on an
area about the size of France Germany
has a population of 65000000 agninst the
40.000,000 of France. Moreaover, the Ger-
man population |8 Increasing at the rats
of 1,000,000 n wear,

Bernhardl foresesn that in a war Ger-

many will have to face France, Eng-
Innd and Russia, and In all probability
pingle handed. Germany Is, therefors,

"dependent on her own strength.”
